It's been well remarked thai American 
Echools have grown Incrca^tlngly weak In 
the teaching 0/ bask subjcctji, especially 
of tool subjects like malliematlca and the 
writing or English. One can't help but be 
cheered, thorclore, lo hoar ot one school 
that 1? getting tough. 

Shocking stories are common ol colleRe 
atudonts who reach scDior and graduate 
levels with a pitiful grasp oI English gram- 
mar and the rules ol composition. 

FoJrJclgh DJckJnson University In New 
Jersey has acted drastically to correct this 
sad state of affairs. It recognizes the painful 
Incon^Jty In atudcnta reaching the end of 
the achool road without mastery of the 
means of expression. . 

How are facts and Ideas to be nnder- 
Btood and conveyed to othersj'iuiless the art 
of speaking and writing clearlrTt»Orop- 
crly ia conouered?, ■ 

Falrleigh DicJclnson's tough answer: 1(0 
student whose writing falls below college 
level standards will be allowed to graduate. 
Those who don't measure up will have to 
repeat a freshman English course stressing 
composition. And they'll have to pass It. 

If they can't manage that, then they'll 
have to take a "remedial" writing course 
and pay J66 lor the privilege. They'll need 
a "C" grade to graduate, 

One school authority at the university 
says not one student In four can spell "pro- 
fessor" correctly. Obviously, they're all go- 
ing to learn better or they'll all be hearing 
Jar more from the professor. ■ 

What Falrleigh Dickinson is doing, others 
might well copy. And it ought to cover not 
merely the speaking and writing of English, 
but a command of elementary mathematics, 
geography, American and general history. 
There Is no excuse, either, for the general 
student not having at least a broad view of 
the biological and physical sciences. 

The Age of the Smattering has lasted far
